Later, around the turn of the] 
nineteenth century, the smorgas- j 
bord had grown in popularity, es-j 
pecially in the manor houses in the! 
country, and many extras such as j 
cheese, sweet breads and small 
cakes were added. Hostesses tried 
to out-do one another in making 
the finest spread of tasty delicacies 
as a forerunner of the main meal 
of roast beef or fish and vegetables, 
dessert and coffee. 

During more recent years the 
smorgasbord has lost much of its 
popularity in Sweden. Possibly the 
reason for this was the shortage of 
many foods during - the two great 
wars and consequent rationing. Al¬ 
so the trend to dieting and weight 
reducing has caused the elimination 
of extra courses which formerly 
made up the evening meal. Light j 
snacks of tiny sandwiches or fish 
are served with soup to begin the 
dinner. It has ceased to be consid¬ 
ered "fint” to gorge in foods, just 
as it is considered in bad taste to 
over-indulge in drinking alcoholic 
beverages in Sweden today. 

Russian people have gone in for 
the Smorgasbord during modern 
times and in the U.S- and Canada 
the custom has been adopted for 
large scale dinner entertaining to 
the extent of serving the whole 
meal with all the trimmings in this 
style. Perhaps the fashion of eat- 
[ ing foreign foods and the avail- 
j ability of them has been a factor, 

I as well as for convenience during 
j recent years when servants have 
i become a thing of the past in the 
I average home. The buffet supper is 


As long ago as 200 years the cus¬ 
tom of serving smorgasbord was 
popular with Swedish housewives. 
It is believed to have originated as 
a means of using up left-overs and 
serving them as appetizers before 
the main evening meal. The foods 
used were cold cuts of beef, pork or 
mutton as well as varieties of fish, 
with thin, crisp rye bread. To make 
these appealing to the taste they 
were cut and arranged attractively 
and garnished with green vege¬ 
tables in season such as parsley, 
radish, chives, celery and tiny 
onions in cream sauce, as well as 
lemon slice; or beet salad and slic¬ 
ed hard-cooked eggs would lend 
color to these snacks. They served 
schnaps for liquid refreshment.

i Household Hints 

i If your bread for sandwiches 
:seems too fresh to slice easily, place 
jit in the refrigerator to become 
thoroughly chilled- This will make 
the bread firmer and the slicing 
much easier. 

To keep cheese moist and free 
from mould, wrap it in a cloth dip¬ 
ped in vinegar and keep it in a cool 
place. 

If you want to remove all the 
white skin from oranges with the 
rind, cover oranges with boiling 
- water for about five minutes be¬ 
fore you peel them. 

A teaspoonful of vinegar beaten 
into boiled frosting when flavoring 
i; is added will keep it from being 
brittle or breaking when cut. 

To remove obstinate stains from 
. porcelain bath tubs, try moisten¬ 
ing a soft cloth with peroxide, then 1 

■ dipping it in cream of tartar. Rub 
' this on stain. 

When a portion of paint in a can j 
i has been used and the remainder 
i left to stand, the surface usually 

■ becomes hard. A small amount of j 
melted paraffin poured on the top 
will prevent this. 


HONEY COOKIES 

sent in by Edna Garnett 
(Newcombe liquid honey, of course) 
5 cups sifted flour 
1 tsp. baking soda 
1 tsp. baking powder 
1 tsp. salt 
1 tsp. mace 
1 cup honey- 
1 tsp. grated orange rind 
cup orange juice 

1 cup butter or margarine 

2 tsp vanilla 

1 cup sugar 

Sift five dry ingredients. Blend 
honey, rind and orange juice. Blend 
butter, sugar and vanilla. To - the 
butter mixture add the dry ingredi¬ 
ents alternately with the honey 
mixture. Mix well, cover, chill for 
two hours. Roll out on floured 
board and cut. Sprinkle with sugar 
and bake until golden in a 350° 
oven. 

This makes a large recipe and 
these cookies keep very well. 

GRIDDLE SCONES 

2 cups flour 

4 tsp. baking powder 
% cup shortening 
% cup sugar 
Vz tsp. salt 
2 eggs 
milk 

Put all ingredients in a bowl and 
mix thoroughly as for pie dough— 
blend shortening in with the fin¬ 
gers. Beat eggs — and add. Then 
add enough milk to make a dough 
of about the same consistency as 
pancake batter Flour a piece of 
wax paper and drop a large spoon¬ 
ful onto the flour; lift paper and 
roll the dough in the flour. Lift and 
gently pat on greased pan which is 
already hot. 

PINEAPPLE COOKIES 
V 2 cup brown sugar 
% cup shortening 
Vz cup white sugar 
V 2 cup crushed pineapple 
Vz cup nuts 
1 egg 

Vi tsp. salt 
Vi tsp. soda 
1 tsp. baking powder 

1 tsp. vanilla 

2 cups flour 

Cream shortening and sugar—• 
add egg and beat well. Add pine¬ 
apple and flavoring. Sift flour, 
soda, salt, and baking powder and 
add to the creamed mixture. Drop 
from a spoon onto a cookie sheet 
and bake for 10 minutes. These 
cookies keep very well.
